[A LIVELY RUMPUS. 
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SARAH ALTHEA AND TERRY 
OREATE A SCENE. 


Justice Field Accused of Bribe- 
taking—The Notorious Couple 
Jailed. 


The Sacramento Bee of yesterday 
contains the following graphic account 
of a sensational scene which occurred 


Court in San Francisco : 

Justice Field rendered a lengthy de- 
cision in the United States Circuit 
Court this morning on the bill of re- 
vision in the Sharon case. The opin- 
ion was concurred in by Judges Sawyer 
and Say. Judge Sawyer’s previous 
decision, declaring the marriage con- 
tract a forgery, is sustained, and the 
trustees, under the deed of trust ex- 
ecuted by William Sharon, are given 
the right to handle the property un- 
trammeled by actions on the part of 
Sarah Althea. 

While Judge Field was reading his 
decision} Mrs. Terry interrnpted him 
fréquently, and he ordered that she be 
taken into custody. This so enraged 
Judge Terry that he drew a knife and 
attempted to defend his wife. He was 
finally overpowered and both Judge 
Terry and Sarah Althea are now in the 
custody of the Marshal. 

When Justice Field was half through 
reading the decision, Mrs. Terry, 
jumping td her feet, thumped the 
table infront of her, and in a rage 
said: ‘Justice Field, are you going 
to order me to give up that marriage 
contract, to be cancelled? ’’ 

Justice Field looked up from his 
paper, stopped and looked at her, first 
carefully readjusting his glasses. He 
saw that she was thoroughly aroused 
and ready for any desperate deed. 
Judge Terry, sitting next to her, looked 
steadily at Justice Field. 

“Sit down, Madam,”’ said Justice 
Field after a moment’s hesitation. 

A deathlike stillness prevailed, but 
in a moment it was broken by Mrs. 
Terry. ‘‘Justice Field,’’ she screamed, 
her face white with passion, ‘‘we hear | 
that you have been bought! We would 
like to know if that is so and what) 
figures do you hold yourself at. It 
seems that no person can get justice in 
this Court unless he has a sack. We 
want to know, I say, what you have 
been paid by the Sharon people ?’’ | 

By this time Mrs. Terry was in such 
a state that one would hardly recog- 
nize her features.
